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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's remarks filed 24 May 2010 are not persuasive to overcome the previous rejections as set forth in the Office Action mailed 24 
February 201 0. Consequently, the rejections would be mainted for the detailed reasoning set forth in the previous Office Action and for the 
following reasons. 



1 . Applicant argues: (a) that Passler teaches away from a reaction temperature of less than 1500C and a two state quench as described by 
Stapf; (b) that Passler requires a rapid direct quenching be associated with the reaction temperature greater than 1500C; and (c) that 
incorporating the quench method of Stapf would change the principle of the Passler process. 

In response to Applicant's arguments, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 
USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Moreover, Examiner notes that the minimum temperature recited in Passler (1500C) and the maximum 
temperature recited in Stapf (1400C) is a difference of only 100C. 

2. Applicant argues: (a) the Office has not explained why one of ordinary skill would have proceeded in opposition to the description of the 
cited references; (b) only in hindsight of Applicant's claimed process would one have obtained the process starting with the descriptions of 
Passler and Stapf; and (c) the Office has not explained why one would employ the high temperature reaction of Passler.
